rapidiy with the bridge over Green river. We 
bave still enough of the needtul in hand to 
meet all engagements,and in addition have near 
$600,000 of good stock subscriptions untouch- 
ed. As to the Logan couvty subscriptions, it 
was not made by petition, but bya ar 
vote, and has been subscribed, and the bonds 
hav2 not been issued, for the simple reason 
that they have not been demanded by the 
company. 

I can see no reason why the Louisville 
papers should constantly endeavor to disparage 
our road by inuendo or false statement; but 
this has been their constant course, and I[ 
have yet tu see one word of encouragement in 
apy of their columns. 

fe have quietly, without sounding any 
trumpets, and without begging foreign assist- 
ance, gone abead with our road, progressing, 
as we think, reasonably well and wit ay 
neither borrowipg pe money OF runaAmMg in 
debt, and rbis, we think, for a Kentacky road 
aud in these times, is doing rather better than 
usual. 
We have not asked a million of Louisville, or 
sought ber assistance, although she might 
very beneficially to herself stretch fortha 
belping band, as we throw inclose connection 
with her the richest portion of the Green river 
couutry. 

I ake these remarks to do away with the 
injurious impressions made by the articles re- 
ferred to, 1 cannot believe that they were 
written with a design to injure us, aud must 
therefore in charity ascribe them to ignorance 
ov the partofthewriters.

The fact is that plain people, no matter 
how uninstructed, have an awkward way 
of thinking for themselves, and are most 
certainly reached by the truth. Nay, they 
are much more capable of putting one 
thing and another in juxtaposition and of 
reaching a sort of intuitive philosophy, 
not less sound because it is not technical, 
than politicians imagine. Domagoguism 
in politics, like imitation in literature, usu- 
ally misses the strong points, and thes® 
sensational rather than senatorial docu- 
ments furnish a striking example of the 
weakness of that particular specics of spe- 
cial pleading. 

The better nature of civilized society, 
when left to itself, is not less strong in 
one community than in another. Allow- 
ing for diffetences of circumstances, the 
interests of society that can not be fixed 
by general legislation, are best cared for 
when committed to the people immedi- 
ately concerned. These, true to human 
instincts, are likely to settle them most 
practicably if not most equitably. The 
theory and practice of government is a 
compromise between abstract right and ne- 
cessity all over the world. Why should 
its ccnditions be reveised in respect to the 
Southern States? 

The mischievous quality of the majority 
report consists in its embodimentof the es- 
sential idea of a radicalism that would sub- 
ment emwamgthing «¢ the bidding ff « 
mistaken notion of the charagter, the 
situation and the wants of the Southern 
pedple. By creditless witnesses and dis- 
eased testimony, the report makes out av 
exceptional case; then it assumes a cause; 
and on these false premises it suggests, 
theugh it does not directly | ropose, a 
remecy. This remedy is not only illegal 
in its form. but unsuited to the object 
professed to be sought.. In a word, under 
the ever-ready and all-embracing plea of 
extending the protection of the Federal 
Government to loyalymen, a system of 
organized and partisan repression is to 
be tmtroduced, which, if not wanton in 
its operation, must needs be fruitful of 1/1 
| effects upon the health of domestic and 
political soetety.

icels give the country? They propose to 
punish society because their plan of ad- 
nifhistration has ttirmed out a failure. 
Their remedy is merely a fresh dose of 
the medicine that brought on the disorder, 
and, unless we accept the questionable 
adage, that the hair of the dog is good for 
his bite, promises either nothing or some, 
thipg worse than that we have exper. 
enced, 

The fault we have tu find with the 

minority report has reterence less to its 
actual contents than to its abridgement of 
the whole nature and extept of the case. 
It is good as far as it goes, but it does not 
go far enough, Without doubt, the course 
ot lawlessness in North Carolina has been 
due to the maladministration of the Radi- 
cal government set up in deflance ot the 
needs and wishes of the tax-paying inhab- 
itants. But in other quarters outlawry 
bas appeared, baving no excuse of this 
descmption, and, as the question was up, 
the minority might as well have taken the 
bull by the horns, and, wale becigeaee iting

the great body of the Southern people to 
lawlessuess, aud at the same time brought 
out clearly mie Only true and Democratic 
mode of quelling it. In its failure to do 
this, and in an apparent unconsciousness 
of any violence than that of a partisan 
character, the report lacks a reassuring 
definitevess and a rational liberality, 
which would have great power in with- 
standing the partyism of the majority report, 
and in appéaling to the common sense and 
better nature ot fhe Northern people. 
We hold it to be no part of our duty, as 
a Democratic journalist, to suppress or 
keep back any part of the truth. We are 
not so weak in our convictions as to dread 
exposures of apy kind, and still less to 
shirk responsibility or evade debate. There 
has been much violence in Kentucky, and 
the existing Administration has proven 
itselt lamentably remiss in its duty to the 
Staie, its obligation to the people and its 
fealty to the true interests of the Demo- 
cratic party. But it cannot be said that 
its deficiencies have been ignored by the 
Democratic press, which, responding to 
public opinion, has universally assailed it. 
In our judgment this public opinion is 
sufficient to bring about all that can be or 
ought to be brought about, without the 
intervention of the Federal power. In 
our judgment the assertion of that power 
can only muddle, not purify, the stream, 
retarding the current of reform, which 
must flow out of the hearts of the people. 
This local method—throwing the respon- 
sibility where it belongs, and giving the 
better elements of society time to work 
out the problem in freedom and in peace— 
is the Democratic method of adjustment, 
as cpposed to misdirected partisan legis- 
lation, done in an alien interest and car- 
ried out by force of arms. Here in Ken- 
tucky we have seen how liberal ideas 
have prospered and progressed. That 
they will work out the redemption 
of society from violencey seems to 
us only a question of op. 
portunity and time. They have done 
much already, and will yet do mueh 
more in the establishment of a spirit of 
manly and universal justice among the 
people. We contemplate no milennium 
and expect only that imperfect system of 
laws that insure simple protection to all 
men. If Congress is compelled by pub- 
lic opinion to keep its hands off, we shall 
accomplish the work ourselves. But if it 
is permitted to throw in the midst of us 
partisan obstructions foreign to the hab- 
its ard predilections of our people, trou- 
ble, by which the present disorders will 
appear trivial, 1s sure to be the result, and 
we shall losé all that sober counsels have 
gained us. .

A 
son-in-law of WILLIAM CULLEN Bryant, 
he labored for many years with that noblest 
of American poets and publicists in 
the management of the New 
York Evening Post. He has contributed 
largely to the various magazines and re- 
views of the day, and bis articles have been 
marked by unusual accuracy, learning and 
vigor. He has deservedly attained high 
rauk among the small class of intellectual 
industrious, upright, and independent edi- 
tors, who, acknowledging no allegiance to 
any power but RIGHT, have aimed to 
maintain and assert what they have con- 
sidered truth, in spite of all opposition.

He has lately gathered into a volume, 
published in elegant style by G. P. 
Putxam & Sons, of New York, a number 
a hisessays upon yarious subjccts that 
ery forcibly illustrate these two peculiar 
aon of his literary powers. It is called 
“Ont of the Past,” and consists chiefly of 
historical and critical papers of per- 
manent value and interest. They deserve, 
too, additional consideration from the fact 
that they are what the author himself con- 
siders the best of his productions. Noone 
can read them without enjoying the 
promise, given in the preface, that another 
volume is to follow, containing papers upon 
social and political topics. 


The opening article in this volume is a 
just and beautiful tribute to the genius of 
Bryant. Though written over thirty years 
ago, the critic of to-day could find no rea- 
son for withdrawing a single line of its 
eulogy, or tor suggesting that domestic or 
personal friendship had blinded the author's 
keenness ot vision. The character of that 
grand old man- becomes more vyener- 
ated as the years lay a sort of 
god-like benediction on his head; 
and he stands a living exemplar 
of the ideal journalist, in whom every 
promise of a blooming youth has ripened 
into glad fruition in the course of a long 


and useful life, of whom every American 
may be justly proud, and to whom al! de- 


hght to do homage. Considering what 
he bas done for journalism in this country, 
no one now can regret that Mr. GoDWIN’s 
kindly wish ot long ago has never been 
realized. It was that.in his riper age Bry- 
ANT might withdraw to some quiet retreat, 
where, amid the calm and beautiful scenes 
in which his imagination delighkted, he 
could meditate and construct a work 
worthy of his genius—a work that would 
grow in fame 2s his country expanded in 
power. a 

The two papers upon law reform, whose 
two great champions were JEREMY BEN- 
THAM in England and Epwarp Livinas- 
TON in this country, torm an excellent 
monograph upon that subject’ The 
author displays in its treatment a. power 
of rapid gentralization anda lucid analysis 
He 
Sums, BP BENTHAM’ elahers, and accords 
fo, juim “the. praise: of being the father 
pi.law reform afd the founder of legisla- 
tive seience. He discriminates wisely, 
however, between Bentuam’s theory oi 
morals and politics, and what he practi- 
cally did toward establishing the trué 
functions of government. Huis words, 
though penned for the Democratic Review 
in 1840, are quite as pertinent to public 
affairs now as then. He says: “If Gov- 
ernment protects the rights of personal 
security, it it watches over the general 
safety, it it defends property, it accom- 
plishes its mam purposes, It approaches 
perfection in proportion ag the sacrifice of 
liberty on the part of the subject is dimin- 
ished and his acquisition of rights is in- 
creased. Adopt these principles in legis- 
lation and would they not simplity gov- 


to be, a mere iystrument for the pro- 
tection of lite and property? Would they 
not abolish all partial legislation, root out 
exclusive privileges, destroy monopolies, 
prevent the granting of acis of special in- 
corporation, do away with unequal laws, 
and leave society to its own energies and 
resources in the conduct of its business 
and the prosecution of its enterprises? And 


this 1s all tor which the great Democratic 
party, tue party O1 unpartiai jusuce, is 
striving. It seeks to direct government to 
its true ends, to restore its action from the 
partial diaw tiv thet Lew becom pivvu it, aU 
urge it on to the accomplishment of those 
general objects for waich alone it was 
instituted, and which alone are compatible 
with the rights, the interests and the im- 
provement of man,” 


It is known to most readers of history 
how harsh, uncertain, inconsistent and 
crude was the common law of England at 
the beginning of the present century. Mr. 
GopwIn, in a few terse sentences, 
states this very clearly in his article upon 
LIVINGSTON; and then goes on to show how 
much worse was the condition of the crim- 
inal laws in Louisiana not fifty years ago. 
That province had been under the succes- 
sive government of Spain, France and 
the United States, and had received from 
each various traditionsand customs. Con- 
sequently all the evils clinging to the old 
institutions of those countries were united 
in one heterogeneous mass, absurd and 
pernicious. How Mr. Livuyxeston per- 
formed the difficult task of retorming these 
evils is told in a manner so gracetul, pleas- 
ant and lively, that the reader never real- 
izes, from the beginning to the end, that 
he h@s been led through the mazes ot a 
dry and abstruse subject, from which he 
would elsewhere have turned in dismay 
at the very idea of encountering. 


But if our author can make a pro- 
found subject luminous, it is in biogra- 
phy that he shines with the greatest 
brilliancy. In the book betore us there 
are sketchesjof AUDUBON, SHELLEY and 
HoracE BINNEY WALLACE, in which one 
hardly knows which to admire most, the 
matter or the manner of the articles; for 
each seems to depend upon and enliven 
the other. We can account for it in no 
other. way than by supposing it arises 
from the subtle superiority that congenial 
has over mechanical work. The thoughts 
follow one another with a buoyancy and a 
sweep that are irresistible, and we are 
borne along through scene after scene of 
beauty with untiring delight. The open- 
ing sentences of what he writes ¢oncern- 
ing AUDUBON illustrate the skull, already 
alluded to, with which be - seizes 
upon some incident that at the very outset 
enchains the attention of the reader. He 
says: “A few years ago there arrived at 
the hctel erected near Niagara Falls an 
odd-looking man, whose appearance and 
deportment were quite in contrast to those 
ot the crowds Of well-dressed and polished 
figures which adorned that celebrated re- 
sort. He seemed just to have come out 
of the woods. His dress of leather stood 
dreadfully in need of repair, apparently 
not having felt the touch of laundress or 
needle-weman for many along month. 
worn-out blanket, that might have 
served. for a bed, was buckled 
to his shoulders; a large knife hung on one 
side, balanced by a long, rusty tin box on 
the other; and his beard, uncropped, 
tangled and coarse, fell down upon his 
bosom /|as if to counterpoise the weight of 


shoulders, This strange being, to the 
spectators seemingly half-civilized, half- 
savage, had a quick, glancing eye, an elastic, 
firm step, and a sharp face that promised to 
cut its way through the cane-brakes, both 
of society and the wilderness. He pushed 
into the sitting-room, unstrapped his 
little burden, looked round for the 
landlord, and then modestly asked for 
breakfast. The host at first drew 
back with an evident repugnance from 
the apparition which thus proposed to in- 
trude its uncouth form among the genteel- 
er visitors. Butaword whispered in his 
ear speedily removed his doubts. The 
stranger took his place among the company, | 
some staring,some shrugging and some 
even laughing outright.

Often in one brilliant 
sentence he crystaliizes the essence of ex~ 
tensive thought, as when he says of Cu- 


valley of death has infused life into the 
dry bones of a thousand years.” 

The critical essays in this volume are 
| models of sound judgment, clear analysis, 
and felicity of expression. The reader 
will find here a master of the craft, who, in 
writmg upon Gorrne, THACKERAY, Ros- 
Kin, Emerson, and Arson, gives scome- 
thing more than the titles of their works, 
a few tacts of their external lives, and vague 
and meaningless adjectives like charming, 
fine, brilliant, &c. The papers upon 
historical subjects, comprising a summary 
of the Events of the Past Half Century, 
and 3 comprehensive statement of the 
Causes of the French Revolution, are 
equaly powerful and correct. The last 
namei is perhaps the best of the whole 
yolune. In it Mr. Gopwr finds scope 
to display his nice judgment, his profound 
schdarship, and his consummate skill. He 
grotps scenes and characters, not only 
witl the grace and power of the artist, 
witk a view to produce the best general 
effec, but be also shows the penetration 
and ‘nsight of the deep-thinking, clear- 
reasonirg philosopher, and presents to our 
minds the genera! principles and perma- 
nent laws, whose workings have evolved 
the striking scenes that have arrested our 
attention. We could quote page after 
page illustrating this; but we reter our 
readers to the book itself, leaving them to 
judge whether in our account of it we have 
exaggerated ita merits. 

It is a thousand pities that a 
man of ParRKE Gopwi’s strength 
of mind and _ strength of princi- 
ple is by apy chance or cause cut off trom 
his proper sphere of usefulness aud power, 
the press of New York. He has a clearer 
head and less gush than GREELE?Y, and he 
is bardly any lazier than MARBLE, though 
older; he writes with as much dash and 
point as HurLBuRT; and his knowledge 
of the practice of journalism is not infes 
rior to that of CroLty and NogpDHOFF. 
No leadi: g writer ot the day makes more 
impression on the public mind than he 
could make; and in losing himjalong with 
Hvupson, the journals of the great metrop- 
olig are real and not apparent sufferers. 
GopwIin is eminently a leader-writer,a 
natural journalist, and, whenever he goes 
to work on a newspaper the addition is 
sure to be felt forthwith. In closing this 
short sketch of a necessarily limited edi- 
tion of essays the thought obtrudes itself, 
“how much good this man might do with 
a hundred thousand readers every day!”

The time was when 
New, Yc rk aod New Orleans could and did dic- 
tate to Louisville and otser Western markets, 
but 80 far as Louisville iF) econ- 
cerned, that time bas past, and 
1s Bumbered with the things that are not 
likely to occur again. This fact is of po small 
im portaace to planters, manufacturers and spec- 
ulatore, and the causes which have led to this 
emancipation are worthy of consideration. 
Prominent !p the list is that of large rece'pte, 
to which we have already adverted. AS a con- 
sequence of large recetpts, ihe number of buy- 
ers increases, and this hag also been alluded to. 
Wi ba large pumber of buyers cempetition is 
stimula'ed, quick sales are effec’ed, and full 
priees obtained. These features of the market 
betng biehly satisfactory to planters, they but 
consult their be-t interests by forwardiog their 
tobacco where their interest: are best protect+d. 
With these advantages fully before the couniry. 
manufacturers from every section, who form :+rly 
sent their orders to New York, pow send them 
here. Nor is this all; but parties engaged in 
filling contrects for foreign governments have 
found it necessary to bave their agents itn this 
market, and are 50 longer looking to either New 
York or New Orleans for their supplies. Aside 
from the large offerings whicb daily charaeter- 
ize the Leuisville market, there is another con- 
sideration which is even more potential 
In giving Loatsville the tindependence of 
other markets to which we have referred, 
and In this connection we allude particularly to 
the expenses atiending the business. As this 
branch of the subject is susceptible of the clear- 
est demonsirstion, we give some Ogures bearing 
direcily upon it, bustog our caiculattons on a 
hogsbead of tobacco of th value of say §100, 
showing the diff-reacs between Louisville and 
New Vork:

Comment tpon tbe above is uonecessary, and 
indicet.s very clearly one of ibe chief causes 
which tis operating to establish, beyend all com- 
petition, the sup-rierity of Loutsvilleas a leaf 
tobacco market. But this is not the onty advan- 
tage which the planter enjoys by selling here. 
It has been often stated, but will bear statemen’, 
that the planter obtains quick returns by seHing 
in the Louisville ma:ket, when, by shipping to 
New York,the averaze delay will reach ninety 
days, and is frequea'ly ex ended to a mucbd lon- 
ger period. We know of one case, at least, 
where @ party has been iryipg since 1869 to ob- 
tain Jjeturos from a shipment to that market, end 
bas pot set succeeded. The convic loo that has 
beeD made upon the «-inds of those purchasing 


W for foreign coutracts, that Louisville is the bes: 


market for them, is mot likely soon to be eradi- 
eated, for under the least favorable circum- 
stances the saving is fully $7 per bogsbead, and 
the shpiments go without detention directly 
to the hip, and witbeut incur- 
ing any of {ose charges which 
New York knows so well how to impose. The 
independence of Louisville of the seaboard mar- 
kets is further shown bv the fact that during the 
month of February tbe sales in New York, as 
sh: wo by the circular of Messrs. M. Rader & Son., 
amount to only 2,250 bogsheads, while for the 
tame peri d, the sales inthis market reached 
6,487 bogsheads. This tact, with others, to some 
of which we have alluded, is having the effect 
to bring to this market buyers who have hitherto 
done bu-ivess exclusively in New York, and is 
arother incident guolsg to confiem the conclu- 
sion that Loutsville is des'ined to epjoy unques- 
tioned superiority as a leaf tobacco market.
